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In our issue of March 31st we published a letter 
received from a subscriber signing himself “Old Time 


Tinker.” Our correspondent wished to 
Proven  inake a metal boat, but he did not know 
by Test. how. He gave the matter considerable 


thought without being able to arrive at a 
solution of the problems presented. Then he remem- 
bered that some time in the misty past, he did not 
know with any degree of certainty when, there had 
been published in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN a pattern 
of just the boat he wanted. He wrote us a letter ask- 
ing us to send him a copy of the paper containing this 
description. That we could not do, even were we able 
to place our hands immediately upon: the article in 
question, for the reason that all issues of the years 
long past are contained in bound volumes. To cut 
a bound volume is a sin which ranks, in the world of 
the Fourth Estate, just one step above premeditated 
murder. We could not help our correspondent in that 
way. 

But we could tell him in what issue the article in 
question appeared, copy the matter and mail it to him— 
maybe. We would have been only too glad to do this 
for our correspondent if we could find the article. But 
when one stops to consider the task involved in search- 
ing for such an article, when no idea is possessed of 
even the opproximate date of its appearance, its mag- 
nitude will be realized. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has 
been published since 1880, nearly twenty-six years. 
For twenty-one years of this time it has been pub- 
lished weekly with an approximate average of 70 
pages, 76,440 pages in all. For three years of this 
time, it was a semi-monthly with an approximate 
average. of 30 pages, 2,160 in all. For two years it 
was issued once a month, with an average of 24 pages, 
576 pages in all, making a grand average of 79,176 
pages. What a task! One of our clerks did go 
through a number of the volumes, and missed the 
article, 
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Then came the suggestion of another way to locate 
the missing boat pattern, and we published a request 
that our readers give us the date of the issue in which 
it had appeared. 

We admit that this request was made in fear and 
trembling. We knew that it was asking a great deal 
of the readers of any publication to (1) remember 
when one isolated article of the age of this one had 
appeared, and (2) to have kept that issue through all 
the years and be able to place his hands upon it. 

The replies, however, were prompt. The exact date 
of the publication of the boat pattern was given by 
Messrs. R. B. Mead, Toledo, Iowa; B. B. Morrison, 
Madison, Wisconsin; F. E. Wittbecker, Harlan, Iowa; 
and C. F. Link, Frankenmuth, Michigan, and clip- 
pings of the article were sent us. Letters which would 
have enabled us to readily find the article were re- 
ceived from others of our early subscribers who have 
remained with us through the years. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN considers itself as having 
received in these replies of its subscribers one of the 
highest compliments ever paid any trade paper or any 
publication of whatever nature. We wish to thank the 
gentlemen who sent us this information for the inter- 
est they have shown. 

The article in question was first published in the 
issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN dated July 5, 1890. 
It is reproduced in the Tin Department of this number. 








THE recent agitation of the question of consular 
reform would seem, on its face, to have resulted in 
practically nothing, but when one goes 
deeper he finds that there is a sub-cur- 
rent of feeling which is bound to result 
before very long in a readjustment of 
affairs in a department which, as much as any and 
more than most, needs readjustment. 

A consular reform bill has passed the House, but 
it has been sidetracked by the Senate. And on that 
side-track is will remain until that body sees fit to 
turn the parliamentary switch. 

In the meanwhile, however, the friends of the meas- 
ure are sawing wood with great vigor. They are 
working hard, determinedly and systematically. When 
the time comes that it can be once started, consular 
reform will go through with a hurrah and American 
manufacturers will reap in a fuller harvest the bene- 
fits of foreign trade. 

An evidence of the seriousness of purpose of the 
men and associations who are behind this movement 
is shown by the call for a National Consular Reform 
Convention which was issued in February by the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and various other associations 
in Philadelphia, San Francisco, Baltimore, and Chi- 
cago, and by the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers of the United States of America. This call was 
issued to Chambers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, 
Commercial Exchanges and Merchants’, Manufactur- 
ers’ and Business Men’s Associations in general, and 
urged that representation be in attendance at the Na- 
tional Consular Reform Convention which was held in 
Washington, D. C., on March 13 and succeeding days. 

The willingness with which the various associations 


Consular

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and organizations responded to this call is shown by a 
letter addressed’ to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN by Mr. 
Frank S. Gardner, secretary of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation, from which we quote as 
follows: 

“The results gained at the meeting were a deep im- 
pression upon Congress that the country is determined 
to have consular reform and the assurance that the 
pending bill will be passed. Further, the creation of a 
permanent and national organization pledged to work 
for consular reform with active and organized ¢on- 
stituent bodies as its members from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. This permanent organization will work to 
secure the passage, if not in this session of Congress, 
in later sessions, of a measure which will give all the 
reforms provided for in the original Lodge bill.” 

There is evidenced by the governing bodies of the 
United States, as there has always been evidenced by 
the governors of any country, in any age, a realization 
that the wishes of the great body of that country’s 
citizens must be carried out. The movement for con- 
sular reform is not yet national in the sense of a de- 
mand for rate legislation and a regulation of the trusts, 
but it is fast becoming so. A little more insistence, a 
little more pull at the spokes of the slowly revolving 
wheels of legislation, and consular reform will be not 
a vision but a reality. 








FIGURES WHICH have been published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor through its Bureau of 
Statistics show the trade of the United 

Cuba and = States to have been greater with Cuba 

_ during the fiscal year 1905 than with any 
United States. " ‘ ‘ 
other country in the Americas with the 
exception of Canada. The trade with Canada was 
$203,000,000, with Cuba $125,000,000, with Brazil 
$111,000,000, with Mexico $92,000,000, and with Ar- 
gentina $39,000,000. 

The value of merchandise imported into the United 
States from Cuba in the calendar year 1905 was $95,- 
857,856, against $57,228,291 in 1903, $31,747,229 in 
1900 and $16,233,456 in 1897, in which year the low- 
est trade figure of the last half century was reached. 
The figures of imports and exports for 1905 are the 
largest on record. 

Cuba furnishes seventy per cent of the sugar 
brought from foreign countries into the United 
States. In 1905 this amounted to the immense sum 
of $72,649,818. This -was the largest amount ever 
imported from any country in this line. 

Leaf tobacco imports in 1905 were valued at $11,- 
879,938, against $10,157,975 in 1903 and $9,736,526 in 
1902. Cigar imports in 1905 were $3,855,820; in 
1903, $2,977,924 ; in 1902, $2,522,089. 

An item of importance in the Cuban imports is iron 
ore, of which the value in 1905 was $1,537,890 as 
against $1,501,480 in 1903 and $1,576,617 in 1902. 

Turning from what Cuba gives us to what we give 
Cuba, we find that we supply them with a much 
greater number of articles than we receive from them. 
The largest item in 1905 was flour. Cattle,’ bitum- 
inous coal, cotton cloth, boots and shoes, lard, bacon, 
hams, pork and milk were exported in smaller quan- 
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tities. Lumber is an important item, as is furniture, 
vegetables and other articles without number. 

But by far the largest group of articles in the ex- 
ports to Cuba from the United States is that of iron 
and steel manufactures, of which the total in 1905 was 
$8,484,267, against $3,461,937 in 1903 and $4,325,304 
in 1902. The largest single item under this head is 
locomotives for railways, $628,831 in 1905, against 
$127,845 in 1903. Builders’ hardware, including saws 
and tools, amounted to $628,809 in 1905, against $366,- 
325 in 1903; sewing machines, $370,356 in 1905 ; elec- 
trical machinery, $190,377, and typewriters, $69,881.

FURTHER REPORT OF STOVE MEN’S CON- 
FERENCE. 








Secretary Thomas J. Hogan’s report of the meeting 
held in Chicago last week between the representatives 
of the Stove Founders’ National Defense Association 
and the Iron Molders’ Union, as reported inthe Iron 
Molders’ Journal, shows the disposition of a number 
of minor points which were not dwelt upon in earlier 
reports of the meeting. 

It was agreed that the question of “dirty iron” 
should be dropped at the conference, and that the 
officers of the two bodies employ an expert to look into 
the subject, with the idea, if possible, of arriving at a 
conclusion fair to all. 

Regarding quitting work for the attendance of 
funerals, it was agreed that no shop should be closed 

















for this purpose, and that no local union should fine 
its members for non-attendance. 

The resolution that the minimum wages of molders 
working by the day in the shops of the members of 
the association shall be no higher than the prevailing 
rate of wages in shops of non-members in the same 
city and district, upon similar character of goods, was 
not acted upon, it being agreed to take up this ques- 
tion when individual cases arose.

A new factory building is nearing completion at 
Dixon, Illinois, for the Clipper Lawn Mower Com- 
pany. It will be three stories in height, will cover a 
space 40 by 150 feet and will be built of concrete rock- 
faced blocks. It is announced that this company will 
also make marine gasolene engines 2 to 8 horsepower. 

A new building, seventy-five by one hundred and 
forty feet, one story, with monitor roof, will be erect- 
ed by the Landers, Frary & Clark Company of New 
Britain, Connecticut, manufacturers of hardware. This 
building will adjoin the new foundry building now in 
course of erection.

Mr. H. C. Barlow, of the Chicago Commercial 
Association, delivered an address before that body this 
week in which he proved by the use of maps that 
St. Louis has an advantage over Chicago in the mat- 
ter of freight rates west of the Mississippa River. 
There will be a combined effort on the part of Chicago 
wholesalers to bring about a remedy of the present 
rate conditions, which are said to enable manufac- 
turers east of Chicago to ship freight beyond the 
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Mississippa River cheaper than Chicago manufac- 
turers. 

George M. Landers, of Landers, Frary & Clark, has 
received a political honor which is very seldom be- 
stowed upon men in this day and generation. Mr. 
Landers was hominated by the Republicans for mayor 
of his home city, New Britain, Connecticut, and was 
subsequently indorsed, also unanimously, by the Demo- 
crats. Mr. Landers possesses sterling business and gen- 
eral qualities which should make him an ideal mayor. 

A five-story and basement building, 65 by 100 feet, 
will be erected in the near future by the National 
Manufacturing Company, Worcester, Massachusetts.

AGAINST THE PARCELS POST. 





F, E. Muzzy of the J. Stevens Arms & Tool Com- 
pany delivered the following address before the 
Springfield, Massachusetts Board of Trade recently. 
He discusses in an able manner various phases of the 
parcels post bill which have not been dwelt upon 
often. There is much to think about in the arguments 
he gives. He presents his points in an entertaining 
way, and what he says he says because he thinks it is 
right—not from any selfish motive. 


Mr. President, Members of the Springfield Board of Trade 
and Invited Guests: 

It is with hesitancy that I attempt to discuss a subject 
to which I have given so little thought and study, especially 
so, knowing the preceding speakers have given it serious con- 
sideration for years, and are not only debators but profound 
thinkers with national reputations. At first I was inclined 
to flatly refuse, realizing my incompetency, but finally, be- 
lieving that I would be defending the right, felt it my duty 
as a business man to present the subject as I saw it to my 
business associates. 

Some years since, Sojourner Truth, a noted colored 
evangelist, unexpectedly appeared on the platform at a brew- 
ers’ convention. The president told her she did not amount 
to any more than a flea. She replied that if she could wake 
them up as much as the average flea they certainly would be 
kept busy. I do not expect to put the parcels post advocates 
to rout, but before the parcels post measure as now proposed 
becomes a law, our side expects to make them do a whole lot 
of scratching. 

A friend of mine in trying to make a postage stamp 
stick to the envelope he had just addressed, licked the mucilage 
all off, and in disgust pinned the stamp to the letter and sent 
it on its way. 

This subject has been discussed and cussed so much that 
the mucilage is all gone, but if I can pin to your memory some 
of the facts that you already know, I will feel amply repaid 
for my efforts to-night. 

I will not burden you with statistics and a long list of 
dry figures, which are so uninteresting that they are often 
forgotten before they have rolled from the speaker’s tongue, 
and I also feel that if I should attempt this, if your extreme 
courtesy and respect for me prevented your leaving the room, 
you would at least drop off into nodland. 

My friend who has just preceded me has argued that 
the proposed measures would be of great benefit to the farm- 
ers, and as he is the farmers’ and consumers’ friend at so 
much per copy, he naturally writes articles to please his read- 
ers’ fancy and popularize the various publications he issues, 
whether he honestly believes in them or not, and as the farm- 
ers and consumers are supposed to be almost unanimously 
in favor of the cheap rate merchandise parcels post, should he 
not champion their cause? A matter of business, nothing 
more, nothing less. 

I am opposing the measure not from a selfish business 
standpoint, for if the proposed Hearst bill should become a 
law, and eleven pounds could be sent to any part of the United 
States for 25 cents, we could more profitably sell our fire- 
arms direct to the consumer delivered, and at a lower price 
than we now do through the jobbers and retailers, but it 
would mean an entire change of our business methods, in- 
creasing our office force from 45, our present number, to at 
least 500, and the changes would be so radical we are loath 
to even contemplate them. 

I refer to the Hearst bill as the eleven-pound limit seems 
most popular with the reformers, but you are aware there 
are dozens of bills and amendments varying from I cent per 
pound to 8 cents per pound, and the parcels post advocates 
often put forward the least objectionable measures, and some 
say it is but a stepping to lower rates. 

From the farmers’ standpoint I feel that I can speak in- 
telligently, as I am a farmer born and bred, and it was my 
only occupation until after I was twenty-one. 
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The proposed biil to carry merchandise at the rate noted 
above—eleven pounds for 25 cents—would drive at least one- 
half of the retail mechants in the small cities, towns and vil- 
lages out of business within ten years, and centralize the 
population in the now overcrowded large cities, a menace to 
our nation, which our president has referred to in no un- 
certain terms, sounding an alarm that we all should heed. 

It is fallacy to think for a moment the proposed bill would 
help the small merchants. The only protection they have 
to-day on many goods is the differential between freight and 
express. If the consumer can get packages delivered at his 
door in small lots at a less rate per pound than the merchants 
can get deliveries by the ton, then the small merchant is down 
and out, for the large distributors will spring up in every 
principal city and be able to sell at practically the small mer- 
chants’ cost and deliver the goods as cheap 1,000 miles away 
as the local merchant can three miles from home by the pro- 
posed parcels post. 

The farmer depends on the local merchants to take his 
produce. He never can profitably send at different seasons to 
distant markets, a dozen eggs, a few pounds of butter, some 
lard, a pig, a calf, a cow, a load of grain, a chicken, a few 
vegetables, and the hundred and one things he depends on 
his local merchant to sell for him or exchange for merchan- 
dise. A farmer’s market gone, what does it profit him if he 
can buy his merchandise in a distant city at a slightly lower 
price? 

It is no longer a question of debate, but a proven fact, 
that mixed farming is far more profitable than the one crop 
plan in the farm producing sections of the west. 

Mr. Oliver Dalrymple, the bonanza wheat grower, who 
at one time cultivated 40,000 acres of wheat annually in Cass 
county, North Dakota, said to me at Casselton, some ten years 
ago, it was not profitable after land advanced to $35.00 per 
acre to raise wheat at 75 cents per bushel. A majority of 
the farm lands in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa will sell at over 
$100 per acre, and all due to mixed farming. These small 
farmers must depend on the local merchants to handle their 
produce, and it is done without profit providing goods are 
taken in exchange, but if a produce dealer bought for cash 
in the small towns, he must buy low enough to allow him a 
profit, and cover the expense of maintaining his establish- 
ment, which expense the merchant has ‘already provided for, 
and must bear whether he buys produce in exchange or not. 
With depopulated towns and villages come a depreciation 
of farm values, which would mean a decrease in our coun- 
try’s wealth of untold millions. 

These are conditions, that, if we read the signs of the 
times aright, are as sure to ensue if the proposed parcels post 
bills become laws as the sun is to rise to-morrow morn over 
yonder tower. 

Even under existing conditions, exclusively agricultural 
sections are not increasing in population as are the cities. 
Iowa, one of the most productive agricultural states in the 
Union, from 1900 to 1905 showed no increase in her popula- 
tion, while Chicago showed an increase of 424,185 and New 
York city an increase of 527,102. 

As these are facts which all who run may read, why 
should we foster the proposed measures, which if put into 
active operation will certainly make matters decidedly worse 
than they are to-day. 

How can the sane business man expect the government 
to do work at a loss to favor a certain few or even the many? 

Is it a reasonable common sense proposition to require 
the government to carry eleven pounds of merchandise 3,000 
miles at the same rate that it would charge for carrying this 
same package only three miles? Would it not be just and 
reasonable for a clothing merchant to mark his $5, $10, $15, 
$20, $25 and $30 suits all to sell at $15 and expect an average 
profit ? 

A majority of the parcels post defenders have harped 
upon the fact that the express companies are making fabulous 
profits on watered stocks, etc. Even if this be true, the parcels 
post measure will impoverish the people for the sake of cor- 
recting a real or imaginary grievance, which would be far 
worse than jumping from the frying pan into the fire. These 
defenders use this argument to work upon the prejudices of 
















the people, who, as a class, are willing to do anything to 
cripple what they consider their arch enemies—large corpora- 
tions, trust and holding companies of any kind—and is quite 
similar to the arguments which some of our political friends 
used a few years since to gain votes—that is, claiming that 
in this country the rich were growing richer and the poor 
were growing poorer—and creating dissatisfaction among the 
people which ought never to be done. It was not argument, 
simply an appeal to the prejudices of man. 

The freight rate on firearms to all Pacific Coast points 
such as San Francisco, Portland and Seattle, in carload lots, 
is $3.00 per hundred pounds. The proposed government rate 
on a small ten-pound package is at the rate of $2.25 per hun- 
dred pounds. The high rate is 20-day freight service, the low 
rate parcels post is 6 days or passenger time. How redicu- 
lous! 

We all know it costs the government on an average, 7 
cents per pound to carry mail. Is it reasonable to suppose that 
by increasing the quantity the cost would be reduced two- 
thirds or to approximately 2 cents per pound? 

Is it not common sense that the government should charge 
at least actual cost for service rendered? 

There is now a deficit of practically $15,000,000 annually 
in the postoffice department, and this is due wholly to favors 
extended to publishers. The rate of I cent per pound ex- 
tended to them, originally intended for educational media, 
has been so grossly abused and taken advantage of that it is 
time the government should receive actual cost for doing this 
work. 

The low second-class rate, originally intended to improve 
educational conditions among the poorer classes, and especially 
those living far from towns and cities, by making a low rate 
to publishers on newspapers and periodicals which it was sup- 
posed would be educational media—of great value to the read- 
ing public—has been taken advantage of by a class of pub- 
lishers who flood the country with matter of all kinds, fakes, 
such as gift schemes, obscene pictures and literature, patent 
medicines for private diseases, and nostrums of all kinds, 
working serious injury to mind and body of the very people 
the measure was intended to benefit. 

Only last week in New York city, 41 alleged physicians, 
some with expensive suites and a large force of attendants, 
were forbidden the use of the mails to carry on their nefari- 
ous work. Their business, if such it could be called, was built 
up at government expense. 

Why not exert ourselves to stop the circulation of the 
thousands of publications that are “Literary Lepers” instead 
of not only assisting them to thrive at government expense, 
but encouraging others to start at the rate of Io per day to 
graft both the government and the people. 

The Woman’s Magazine in St. Louis worked up a cir- 
culation of over 1,500,000 copies at 10 cents per year at a cost 
to the publisher of 11 cents, depending on its advertising for 
support, being known as a mail order publication. Last fall 
my good friend, Frank Wyman, postmaster of St. Louis, 
found it necessary to call the attention of the officials at 
Washington to the owner’s questionable methods, yet this 
worthless sheet made profit enough out of the government, 
at your expense and mine, to make a satisfactory income for 
any business man in Springfield. 

The government is now carrying nearly 350,000 tons of 
publishers’ mail at a loss of practically $50,000,000 annually, 
and if the Postal Progress Reform League is so eager to do 
good for the people of this nation, why not, instead of trying 
to plunge into deeper troubles, propose some way to wipe 
ut this deficit and give us a I cent postal rate on first-class 
mail, which now costs us about $2.00 per pound for the carry- 
ng, or a profit nearly 30 times the actual cost to the govern- 
nent, 

I understand a publishing company in Springfield sends 
ut annually over 5,000,000 pounds of second-class mail, which 
t a loss of 6 cents per pound, means a profit to’ this pub- 
shing company that, morally, they are not entitled to of 
5300,000. On the other hand the J. Stevens Arms & Tool 
‘0., during 1905, paid out for stamps over $8,000, and this 
vas largely for first-class mail, which netted a thirty times 
net per cent profit to the government. 
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At Chicopee Falls we are not able to figure out the justice 
of this unequal rate, but probably could if we lived in Spring- 
field. 

We are told a greater volume of business would command 
“ower rates from the railroad companies, that the trouble now 
is that the railroad companies have such a graft that they 
make the profit, but if the railroad companies carried every 
pound of mail matter under existing conditions absolutely 
free, it would hardly cover the present deficit, hence the argu- 
ment on this point is absurd. 

One bill provides “Wherever there may be only a foot 
service, the postman shall not be required to receive or de- 
liver any parcel of a greater weight than five pounds.” How 
long would it take the “foot” postman to “load up” with five- 
pound packages—mighty few foot men, a majority would be 
four-horse dray. 

Our parcels post advocates cite foreign countries to prove 
what a grand thing the proposed bill would be for this coun- 
try, but they fail to state that in the United States the aver- 
age haul of a letter or parcel is 442 miles, in England 40 
miles; that the population in the United States is approxi- 
mately 25 to the square mile, and in England about 500; that 
in the United States in 1903 we had 507,774 miles of mail 
routes and England 4,300. In 1903 the United States, with 
nearly 30 times the railroad mileage of England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales, only carried one-half the number of pas- 
sengers as did the latter, making a difference per mile of 60 
times. Hence, the comparing of foreign countries to our own 
on parcels post matters is like comparing a target rifle with 
a bow and arrow, and for any one to make unjust compari- 
sons or unfair statements regarding a subject as vital as this, 
should prove conclusively that he is sadly lacking in honest 
facts and his own arguments should condemn him. And when 
such a person tells you that he has the good of this country 
or its people at heart, you feel that he is preaching both 
hypocrisy and sophistry. 

If they honestly desire to do the people and our nation 
good, let them work for a I cent per ounce first-class rate, 
at least a 7 cent per pound second-class rate, and a way to 
make the rural delivery routes, which were inaugurated in 
1892 with an innocent $10,000.00 amendment tacked on the 
appropriation bill, self-sustaining. 

Some have been visionary enough to paint glowing pic- 
tures of rural deliveries with automobiles, but only those in 
cities or those who know nothing of automobiling would think 
seriously of such a project, as it is not feasible. The rural 
mail carrier must make trips at regular intervals and not stop 
for winter’s snow or summer’s mud, and no automobile built 
to-day or during our lifetime will ever be practical to make 
regular trips over the bad country roads. Some of these 
roads that many rural carriers have to travel are never in a 
condition to permit of automobiling. The plan will work in 
cities with paved streets, or on the best country roads during 
favorable weather. 

Study the country rural mail routes of the west and you 
will soon disabuse your mind of the faintest hope for the 
success of rural deliveries with automobiles. 

Senators and representatives are often afraid to intro- 
duce or support bills which, if passed, would correct evils they 
know exist. The publishers’ graft of I cent per pound post- 
age is one of them. They fear the abuse of the press, but if 
the postal rate on second-class matter was raised to at least 
7 cents per pound, I doubt very much if any harm would re- 
sult to the legitimate newspapers and periodicals, but a severe 
blow to the “parasites” that are an injury to every One receiv- 
ing them. Whether read or not they are loathsome, and ob 
jectionable to the world at large. 

The present postal laws are by no means perfect, but let 
us try when changes are made to strive for such changes as 
will work the greatest good for the greatest number, and not 
for the betterment of the few, to the detriment of the many. 

We may often differ in our ideas, but we should respect 
every one who is honest in his statements and fair in his argu- 
ments. 

An acquaintance of mine once said to a party of friends 
that he was glad they did not all think as he did as they 
would all have wanted his wife, to which one of the party re- 



























































































































plied, “It is lucky for her all did not think as I do or no one 
would have ever married her.” 

As the present postal rates at I cent per pound on sec- 
ond-class matter have practically driven the old-time book 
store out of business, so would the proposed carrying of mer- 
chandise by the government, at a loss, ruin the country mer- 
chants; one of the mainstays of our national prosperity. 

Some newspaper publishers have the temerity to argue 
that the low rate for second-class matter has nothing to do 
with the government deficit, but rather helps to decrease it, 
that the advertising increases the volume of the first and 
third-class matter to such an extent that it more than makes 
up for the loss on second-class matter. 

They claim the second-class matter, carrying advertising, 
will reach people who will order goods and answer the ad- 
vertisements, with first-class or 2 cent postage mail, which 
means profit to the government that will more than make up 
for the loss sustained on second-class matter, but those who 
have made a careful study of the subject, and are in position 
to judge intelligently, state positively that the amount of first- 
class mail thus created, will pay only about 25 per cent of 
the government’s loss because of carrying second-class mail 
at I cent per pound. 

Their arguments are too absurd to be taken seriously, and 
only show the weakness of their position. It is very much 
like the argument of the clerk who replied to the lady who 
asked how he could afford to sell goods at less than cost. 
The clerk replied, “Because we sell in such large quantities.” 

The advocates of the parcels post have been so pressed 
for sound arguments favoring their cause that they have 
intimated some of their many proposed measures would take 
care of the deficit, which they say is partly due to congres- 
sional abuse of the franking system, that matter is sent 
through the mails free with congressmen’s franks, that if paid 
for at the proper rates would net the government over $10,- 
000,000, but as no measure has been presented to correct this 
privilege, cannot see the logic of their argument, furthermore 
it has no bearing on the case. 

I have now bored you much longer than I intended, and 
appreciate your patience in permitting me to inflict on you 
an uninteresting paper on a dry subject, but there are so many 
good sound reasons as to why the proposed parcels post bill 
should not become a law—and I have touched but a few of 
those least discussed. Take for instance the catalogue house, 
which has been so thoroughly aired in trade journals. You 
are familiar with the conditions that would exist if any of 
the proposed measures were to become operative. The retail 
catalogue houses would not only continue their rapid growth, 
but new ones rise from every large distributing center to the 
decided detriment of every jobber and retailer in the land as 
well as most manufacturers. A book of several hundred pages 
would not exhaust the subject. 

I notice some draw long sighs, fearing I presume, this 
may be a continuous article, but I assure you it is not. In 
conclusions will say, that since the day Pandora’s curiosity 
prompted her to open the secret box, Dr. Quack has stalked 
broadcast through the land, and since tribes and nations were 
formed, even as far back as the Stone age, tribal chiefs, medi- 
cine men, political mountebanks, and later the long-haired re- 
former, have prescribed a panacea and pointed out the way to 
make all lands Utopia. 

Let us seriously reason together, for we all are vitally 
interested in questions that have so great a bearing on the 
prosperity of our nation. We should all work together for 
the repeal of the unjust laws and the enactment of the just 
and the prevention of new measures that would be a blot on 
the statute books. 

To me the proposed parcels post bill appears unfair, un- 
just, unreasonable and a decided menace to the prosperity of 
our people as a whole.

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ABOUT THAT BOAT PATTERN. 





Answers to the query of “Old Time Tinker,” pub- 
lished in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Of March a3ist, 
have been received from R. E. Mead, of Toledo, Iowa; 
B. B. Morrison, Madison, Wisconsin; F. E. Witt- 
becker, Harlan, lowa; C. F. Link, Frankenmuth, 
Michigan, and others. This was in relation to a gal- 
vanized sheet metal boat pattern which was published 
in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, as Our correspondents 
inform us, on July 5th, 1890. 

So much interest has been manifested in this matter 
that we are publishing the original letter and illustra- 
tions received from the author and draughtsman, A. 
H. Moore, then of Durand, Illinois and now of Schuetz 
& Moore, Evanston, Illinois: 

To THF AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Enclosed find sketch of sectional galvanized iron 

boat. This I send in response to numerous letters of 
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3g in, thick, the length of boat to top of ribs as shown 
in sketch. Now cover the entire outside surface of 
the boat with galvanized iron. I used No. 25 Juniata; 
30-inch iron split lengthwise will make it, allowing to 
double seam the bottom and pinning to air chamber 
on top. Turn the top of iron in 34 of an inch, then back 
again 3g of an.inch. This will receive the top of the 
air chamber, which you will pin down tightly and 
solder firmly. The air chamber at the ends is put 
together in the same manner. Cut the air chamber 
pieces 10 inches long and 8 inches wide; notch each 
corner properly ; at one end turn a lock % inch; then 
throw your work over and reverse your lock the same 
width back. This, you perceive, makes your work so 
that one end will slip in the other. This is done as 
all practical tinners know that a slip soldered joint will 
crack. All joints should be carefully soldered. The 
air chamber is half round. Place a piece of light hoop 
iron in the lock and when you form it up pull the hoop, 
iron out and your seam is open nicely to admit the other 
end. Turn a narrow edge on one side of air chamber 
to s@der underneath to boat. Cut four blocks of pine, 
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Pattern for Metal Boat. 


inquiry. There is no special rule by which it is made. 
For the one I made, I submit the following measure- 
ments: Extreme length of bottom, 15 ft. 6 in.; 
width, 25 inches ; taper gradually three feet from point. 
Top width of boat, 38 inches ; taper to correspond with 
bottom. Height, 13 inches. A represents air cham- 
ber and seat combined; B is a moulding and air cham- 
ber combined ; C, bottom connecting irons; K, bolt and 
top connecting irons; D, strip for seat to rest on. The 
section with the air chamber in the end is made two 
inches shorter than the other section. This is done for 
convenience in nesting one section in the other. 
First, make your bottom of % in. pine; false strip 
it cross ways to hold it together; then saw it in two; 
in the proper place make light ribs of ash or some hard 
wood; make the end, where boat butts together, of 
same material as bottom, and fasten tightly to first set 
of ribs. Use light head blocks to fasten the iron to at 
he ends or points; nail or screw a 2-inch strip of pine, 


same shape as air chamber, 8 inches long; drive in the 
end firmly where sections come together. Screw or 
nail in tightly and solder over screw holes; then cover 
the end tightly with galvanized iron. The connecting 
irons any blacksmith can make. The edges and bolt 
heads must be tinned and soldered firmly to bottom. 
The iron with the pin must be bolted flush with the 
end of the boat. 

Double seam the end the same as the bottom. This 
I consider practically a safe boat. The section with 
the air chamber in the end when filled with water will 
carry a man. The boat will carry three or four men 
with guns, baggage, etc. I submit for those interested. 
I have tried to make it piain so that any tinner with a 
little carpenter help can make it. Rivets made of 16 
d. nails should be put through the bottom and ribs and 


soldered over the heads.

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POWER GROOVER. 





The machine shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion is intended for grooving and flattening the longi- 
tudinal seams of sheet metal cylinders made of iron or 
soft sheet steel up to number twenty gauge 36 inches 
long. The traveling carriage which is actuated by 
rack and pinion carries two rolls, one of them for 
grooving the seam on the way forward, and the other 
for flattening it on the return trip. The grooving 
horn is three and three-eighths inches in diameter 
and reversible, so that either a flat surface or one of 
the grooves that are planed into the horn can be 
turned upward. When the seam is to be towards the 
outside of the work, a roll with groove of the proper 
width is used on the carriage, and for inside seaming

a flat roll presses the seam into one of the grooves of 
the horn. 

The grooving and flattening rolls can be adjusted 
independently by means of eccentrics to suit the thick- 
ness of materia! and the desired tightness of the seam. 
A stop is provided at the outer end to prevent the 
work from slipping off the horn while being grooved. 
This stop is adjustable for work of various lengths. 
A guide is attached to the traveling carriage to hold 
the lock in position laterally. The operator can stop 
the motion of the traveling carriage during the for- 
ward movement at any point, by means of a hand 
wheel. Rolls with grooves five-sixteenths inch, seven- 
sixteenths inch and nine-sixteenths inch wide, and two 
flattening rolls are usually furnished. The weight of 
the machine is about twelve hundred and fifty pounds.

METAL ROOFS AND LIGHTNING. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Referring to letter of Grant Stricker, published in 
a recent issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, would say 
that in our opinion, corrugated steel should not be 
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used for roofing where fall is less than one-quarter 
pitch, as the chances for accumulation of water on a 
flat roof are much greater than on a steeper pitch, 
and leakage at joints is certain where water stands 
higher than top of corrugation. To guard against 
leakage at nailings, nails should be driven through 
steel at top of corrugation rather than at bottom. 


As to danger from metal roof as compared with 
shingles in case of lightning, wheh not connected with 
ground, it is neither more or less dangerous. When a 
building is struck by lightning the bolt follows the path 
of least resistance to the ground and unless connected 
by other conductors extending to ground, the bolt will 
follow the same course whether roof is covered with 
metal or wood. The theory that metal roofs cr 
other materials have a tendency to attract lightning 
has long been rejected. In case metal of roof has a 
metallic connection with the ground, the current would 
find in this the path of least resistance to ground, so 
that a metal roof so provided would be protection 
against damage by lightning; otherwise it would be 
no more or less safe than a shingle roof.

I have plenty of testimony from 
good dealers saying they have trouble to get sober 
tinners and I notice the ads all say “Sober” and “The 
Right Man”—meaning the same thing. Any country 
shop that is prosperous has calls for much greater 
variety of work than the city tin shop. We don’t make 
any tinware any more. Repair work, a little furnace 
work, ete., make up the program. I have no doubt 
that there are many good, sober, industrious tinners in 
the country and they all have my best wishes and sym- 
pathy, I have the same feeling toward them as I do 
for my brother hardware man. We all have trouble

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MORE ANSWERS TO ATTACK ON TINNERS. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In the April 7 issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, I noticed 
the article “An Attack on Tinners in General.” 

I, for one of the craft, wish to thank THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN for publishing and giving us “tinks” a chance to de 
fend ourselves. 

Now if the correspondent in question will investigate, he 
will find that it was not tinners he employed, but flunkeys, a 
product of the bosses. Job lots are what they are. To be had 
cheap, adjustable to all conditions of the shop, always look- 
ing for a job and always finding easy marks because they are 
cheap. 

Now, is it reasonable to expect a tinner will spoil a piece 
of work? I guess not. I have been in the trade eighteen 
years and I find that a tinner can do his work in a first-class 
and workmanlike way. 

Show me the boss who treats his tinner with respect, pays 
him fair wages, does not require him to set up and operate 
threshing machines, black stoves, put patches on locomotive 
boilers and hoe his garden after supper, and I will show you 
a boss who has a tinner that can do his work, understands 
his trade and can be relied upon under all circumstances. 
Tinners as a rule are not whisky soaks; it takes different 
material to make them. 

I think these livery stable chamber maids who call them- 
selves tinks are rapidly being weeded out. Take the “Help 
Wanted” column of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN and you will no- 
tice at least one-half of them reads “No Whisky Soaks 
Wanted.” Now doesn’t that prove conclusively that they are 
not tinners but a by-product whom the bosses have fostered 
thinking that perhaps they might strike a bonanza? 

If you think I am in the wrong, kindly read the follow- 
ing letter copied from THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of March 31. 
Hunt it up yourself and read. 

“My tinner wants to know how to cut three-piece hoppers 
of various sizes for feed mills, grain seeders, etc., also to cut 
three-inch three and four-piece elbows; also seven-inch el- 
bows.” 

The above is from the boss asking for information to 
guide the faltering steps of his tink. Now isn’t that the limit? 
Would a mechanic call the above tink a tinner? I hope not 
It’s cash to doughnuts should you ask him the price of “Ken- 
tucky Moonshine” booze, he could tell you to a penny. Where 
you find a tinner who knows his trade, you will find a sober, 
intelligent, industrious man and not a booze fighter, a booze 
fighter being the boss’ own product because he works cheap 
and is such a handy man. He can’t be classed as a mechanic 
in any sense of the word. He has no trade, knows none (out- 
side of the bosses). He is a nameless wanderer on the face 
of this earthh A mechanic won’t recognize him. But the 
bosses will when he presents his smiling face and claims to 
be a tinner (I should think the boss could tell a piece of goods 
when he sees it), tells how handy he is; can black stoves, 
juggle machinery, fix tar roofs, plug sand holes in gas pipe 
fittings, etc., also hoe the boss’ potato patch after supper. 
There is the man who desecrates the name tinner and I can’t 
see why the boss should make such a howl at his own product 
They are pills of his own make, so why should he make such 
faces if they are bitter to take? 

Give a mechanic credit for what he knows, treat him like 
a man, do not ask him to black stoves, do janitor work and 
the like; treat him as a mechanic, keep him in his line, and 
I am sure the whisky soaked by-product of late years will be 
a thing of the past and the name tinner will once more have 
its name among men of sterling worth.

- THE HARDWARE MARKET. 

The week has witnessed a continual heavy move- 
ment of seasonable and general lines. Jcbbers have 
found it difficult to get all shipments out on time, and 
in some instances have been compelled to work their 
packers and order men overtime. 

Shipments are coming forward from mills subject 
to tedious delays, and stockkeepers find it difficult to 
keep their stocks intact. 

A general feeling of firmness in prices pervades all 
lines, though few actual advances have been an- 
nounced. 

The manufacturers of sand paper held a price meet- 
ing during the week, at which the Ist on all grades 
was advanced, with the single exception of 834 x 10%- 
inch sheets of flint. The advanced list was made ef- 
fective April 10 and is based as follows

IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Activity is at last manifesting itself in pig iron. A 
large tonnage has changed hands in the last few days 
and the inquiry is still growing. The heavily sold 
condition of northern furnaces for the first half has 
resulted in profit to southern irons and prices are 
stronger. The new tonnage in finished materials is 
light. It is believed that an adjustment has been ar- 
ranged between the leading producer and the large 
implement interests. although authoritative details are 
not obtainable, and interest in the steel bar situation is 
undiminished. It is believed that the manufacturers 
will be permitted to contract for their next season’s 
requirements at a reduced price. No transactions of 
any importance have been closed in this market as 
vet. The quotation on bar iron is 1.66'4c, irrespective 
of tonnage. If satisfactory deliveries of cars and 
locomotives which have been ordered by the railroads 
can be made, the activity in this direction should in- 
crease. The $1.00 differential which has been allowed 
to a number of large jobbers on structural shapes, 
plates and bars, has been removed. This has seemed 
probable for some time. Large independent manufac- 
turers of these products who have been parties to 
the pool agreement are said to have forced this issue 
because of the fact that, by means of the differential 
allowed, they were practically debarred from the ter- 
ritories contiguous to the home offices of the jobbing 
interests, 





WIRE PRODUCTS. 

The extraordinary demand for wire products con- 
tinues. The figures of the American Steel & W_°re 
Company show that the consumption of the last three 
months was the heaviest in its history. Stocks in all 
parts of the country are unusually low and requests 
for shipments are most urgent. An advance in prices 
has been discouraged by the leading producer, and 
prices, while firm, are without change. Car load lots, 
Chicago delivery, are quoted as follows: 

Wire nails, $2; painted barbed wire, $2.15; gal- 
vanized barbed wire, $2.45; smooth annealed wire,
